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BILL SUMMARIES: 2011 BILLS ENACTED IN 2012

LB 14 (Wightman) Change fees received by registers deeds, county clerks, district court
clerks and the Secretary of State

LB 14 changes fees received by clerks and regstelseds.

The current fee for recording a deed, mortgagd, delkcree in a testate estate, or
any other instrument with the register of deedfiyesdollars per page.

Under LB 14, the fee will be increased to ten dslfar the first page and six
dollars for each additional page. Two dollars &ftgd cents of the ten-dollar fee
for recording the first page and fifty cents of #ie-dollar fee for recording each
additional page will be used exclusively for pregsg and maintaining public
records in the register of deed’s office. The fedkalso be used for
modernization and technology needs of these recdrtese funds will not be
substituted for other allocations of county genérals to the register of deeds.

Section 33-112, which provides the clerk or registeleeds to receive a fee for
entering instruments in the numerical record, tsight repealed.

Additionally, the fees for filing and indexing atiee of lien under the Uniform

Federal Lien Registration Act and the Uniform Stiea® Lien Registration and
Enforcement Act are raised to two times the feaired for recording documents

with the register of deeds. The fees in theseat®are split between the Secretary of
State and the designated county in the filing.

The committee amendment sunsets the fee increesi@ed by clerks and
registers of deeds under this bill after five years

The current fee for recording a deed, mortgagd, dekcree in a testate estate, or
any other instrument with the register of deedfiyesdollars per page. For
entering each instrument presented for recordamtimerical index, the clerk or
register of deeds receives fifty cents for eaclafat each single block without
lots in platted areas and fifty cents for eachisaah unplatted areas to be paid in
advance by the person offering the instrumentdoord. These current fees will
be reinstated on January 1, 2018.

Additionally, the increased fees for filing and éxthg a notice of lien under the
Uniform Federal Lien Registration Act and the UnifioState Tax Lien Registration
and Enforcement Act will only apply until January2018. These fees will return to
their current levels on or after January 1, 2018.

The bill becomes operative on January 1, 2013.

LB 503 (Pirsch) Change provisions for filinga vacancy on the ballot

LB 503 harmonizes provisions dealing with a vacamegted by a declination of a
candidate and a vacancy created when a candidatiraws.

First, the bill makes changes when a person ismaied for elective office for the
general election and the person declines the ndionna/ith the bill, the filing

officer is required to inform the chair or secrgtaf the campaign or political party
committee of the declination if there is one witthia jurisdiction of the filing officer.

If there is not, the filing officer will inform deast three of the prominent members of
the candidate’s political party within the jurisih of the filing officer of the
declination. Such declination will create a vagaon the ballot.

Under current law, if a vacancy of the ballot agif@ any partisan office, the chair

and secretary of the executive committee of thiigadlparty must file with the filing
officer a certificate setting forth the cause @& #acancy and the name and address of
the new nominee. LB 503 provides that if themoigxecutive committee of the
political party or in lieu of the executive comraétfilling the vacancy, a mass
convention of the political party may fill the vacy.

BILL SUMMARIES: 2011 BILLS ON SELECT FILE IN 2012

LB 344 (Ashford) Provide for an interjusidictional planning commission for counties
containing a city of the metropolitan class

LB 344 changes provisions relating to county-cigrgers.

LB 344 requires an interjurisdictional planning cuaission (IPC) be formed in a
county containing a metropolitan class city witihdays of the effective date of this
bill. The IPC will study the issue of merger amyelop a plan for merger of some or
all of such services. The plan will be developed @pproved by the commission by
July 1, 2012.

The membership on the IPC will include three membelected by the mayor of the
metropolitan class city, two members by the cityrezl of the metropolitan class city,
two members by the county board and two membegstedl jointly by other
municipalities in the county.

The IPC will study: the services provided by gowmeental subdivisions; tax and
spending implications of merging; quality and cufstervices; elected officials and
the continuation or elimination of such offices;fahctional areas that could be
merged; and the effects of the plan.

The bill also changes how the votes are tabulatetth® question of creating a
municipal county, whether or not it contains a mptiitan class city. The
proposal to form the municipal county will be apged if the following vote to
approve:

1. a majority of those voting on the question;

2. a majority of those voting who reside in at least onunicipality;

3. a majority of those voting who reside in areasi ¢ounty to be

consolidated which are outside any municipalitpéoconsolidated.

The bill eliminates the requirement that thosediagj in each county but outside
any municipality or any sanitary and improvemestrittt must vote to approve or
the merger fails.

The committee amendment strikes all of the origseations of the bill and creates a
new section of law that provides for the formatdm@n interjurisdictional planning
commission to review and plan for the merger ofegomental services within a
county that contains a city of the metropolitarssla

The interjurisdictional planning commission willidly issues relating to the merger of
governmental services of the county and municipaland will develop a plan for
merger of some or all of such services. The pldrb@ideveloped and approved by
the commission by July 1, 2013.

The membership of the commission will include:

1. Two members selected by the mayor of the city @htietropolitan class;
Two members selected by the city council of theg @itthe metropolitan class;

Four members selected by the county board;

One member from each of the other municipalitigsiwithe county
containing the city of the metropolitan class.

LB 352

(Lautenbaugh) Provide airport hazard area dmensions under the Airport
Zoning Act

LB 352 amends the definitions in the Airport Zongj.

The definition of airport hazard area is changgattwide that an airport hazard area
will not extend in any direction a distance in esscef the limits provided for an
approach, operation, transition, or turning zo@arrently, these areas are prohibited
from extending in any direction a distance in egadghree miles from the boundary
of an airport.

The bill also adds specific language defining appihazone, operation zone, transition
zone, and turning zone’s outer limit.

The committee amendment makes technical changgs tall regarding the
definition of approach zone for instrument and &lsunways. The amendment
also makes technical changes to the definitiomasfsition zone and turning
zone’s outer limit.

Finally, the committee amendment provides thatesting structure or tree in
compliance on the effective date of this act wdldeemed to be in compliance
after the effective date of this act if the struetar tree does not increase in
height.

LB 606

(Avery) Require reporting of electioneeringcommunication under the Nebraska
Political Accountability and Disclosure Act

LB 606 requires any person who makes an electimmgeenmmunication in the
amount of more than $250 to file a report of tee@neering communication with
the Nebraska Accountability and Disclosure Commisgtommission). These
reporting requirements are similar for those wh&eran independent expenditure.

Similarly, if a corporation, labor organizationtmrsiness association makes an
electioneering communication with a value of mbant$250, it will file a report with
the commission including the nature, date, andevafuhe electioneering

communication and the name of the candidate iaethiih the electioneering
communication.

Electioneering communication is defined to meanamgmunication that: refers to a
clearly identified candidate; is publicly distriledtin the 30 days before an election;
and is directed to the electorate of the officegbbby the clearly identified candidate.

Electioneering communication does not include:rardmution or expenditure; a
communication by media; a candidate debate, omamication by a membership
organization to the organization’s members.

The bill failed to advance from Select File.
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LB 161

BILL SUMMARIES: 2011 BILLS ON GENERAL FILE IN 2012
(Karpisek) Change provisions relatig to recounting votes

LB 161 allows any candidate who failed to be nort@daor elected to request a
manual recount at his or her expense. The reasilifie conducted by the
county canvassing board. The requesting candidateprovide the filing officer
with a list of up to ten election precincts to beaunted first and may waive the
balance of the recount after these precincts haea becounted.

The cost of the recount will be determined for bibid county and the listed
precincts by the county election official. If trecount involves more than one
county, the county election official will certiffjaé cost to the Secretary of State
who will notify the candidate of the determined toolseach county and for the
listed precincts.

Currently, recounts are conducted using the sameepdure as those used for
ballots on election day.

The committee amendment narrows who is alloweé@dqoest a manual recount.
With the amendment, only candidates who fail tmbminated or elected by no
more than the margin triggering the automatic retowtlined in section 32-1119

may request a manual recount.

The bill failed to advance from General File.

LB 175

(Avery) Provide for transfers from tre Campaign Finance Limitation Cash Fund

LB 175 allows the transfer of funds from the Cargpatinance Limitation Cash Fund
to the Nebraska Accountability and Disclosure (asid at the direction of the
Legislature.

The State Treasurer shall transfer six percent @%h)e amount in the Campaign
Finance Limitation Cash Fund on July 1 of every yesginning in 2011 to the
Nebraska Accountability and Disclosure CommissiastCFund for the costs of the
commission in administering the Campaign Finanoaithtion Act.

The committee amendment strikes the original sestamd becomes the bill.

With the committee amendment, the Legislaturel@aadd to transfer funds at its
discretion from the Campaign Finance Limitation ICEsind to the Nebraska
Accountability and Disclosure Cash Fund for thetsa$ the Accountability and
Disclosure Commission in administering the Campd&grance Limitation Act.
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As with the original bill, the committee amendmerudes an emergency
clause.

LB 239

(Janssen) Require presentation of governmerssued photographic identification
to vote in elections

LB 239 provides that no ballot will be handed ty aater in an election until the
voter has presented a government-issued photogriaehiification or the voter votes
a provisional ballot.

If a person does not present photo ID, he or shevaia a provisional ballot. The
person is then required to present the governmsaéd photographic identification
within 10 days after the election, or the balldt mot be counted. If the person signs
a statement that he or she is indigent and unalalietéin photo ID or that the voter
has a religious objection to being photographesiptbvisional ballot will be counted.

The committee amendment strikes the original sestad the bill and replaces
them with the following provisions:

A voter will not be handed a ballot at any electionil the voter has presented a
government-issued photographic identification oaeknowledgment of
registration. A person who does not present ifleation at the polling place will
be allowed to vote provisionally.

Government-issued photographic identification iBral as a motor vehicle
operator’s license or state identification cardaocument issued by the United
States which includes the name and photographeahttividual.

Prior to every statewide primary and general edegtihe election commissioner
or county clerk will mail an acknowledgment of retgation to every registered
voter who does not have a motor vehicle operatmesise or state identification
card for the purpose of presenting identificatibtha voter’s polling place.

Voters who vote an early ballot will not be reqdite show identification.
Similarly, in an election held by mail, voters wilbt be required to show
identification.

Currently in law there are identification requirertssfor persons who register to vote
by mail and are voting in Nebraska for the finstdi The committee amendment adds
government-issued photographic identification ®list of documents currently listed
in statute as acceptable forms of identificatiarttiese types of voters.

The motion to invoke cloture on General File failed

LB 343

(Brasch) Change land surveyor regisation requirements
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LB 343 changes the requirements for land survegodssurveyors-in-training.

The specific statutory requirements for when apyplis are entitled to take a
written examination designed to determine theidi§joation to practice land
surveying, are eliminated. LB 343 provides that 8tate Board of Examiners for
Land Surveyors will outline the requirements iresuand regulations.

Similarly, the specifics defining a surveyor-initiag are replaced with language
stating that a surveyor-in-training is a person \whe successfully passed a
written examination in the fundamentals of survgyapproved by the examining
board.

The bill failed to advance from General File.
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LB 21

BILL SUMMARIES : 2011 BILLS HELD IN COMMITTEE IN 2012
(McCoy) Change provisions relating to bi¢ots cast by presidential electors

LB 21 eliminates the current presidential elecystem in Nebraska in which one
presidential elector is chosen from each congneskdistrict and two presidential
electors are chosen at large. With LB 21, eacsigeatial elector will cast his or her
ballot for the presidential candidate who recetheshighest number of votes in the
state.

In other words, the presidential candidate whoiveseahe highest number of votes in
the state will receive all five electoral votes.

LB 37

(Harms) Provide requirements for access taaformation for government audits

LB 37 requires agencies to provide to the AudifdPublic Accounts and the
Legislative Performance Audit Section access taroymation or records as soon as
practicable and without delay, but not more tham Business days after receipt of the
written request or provide reasons why the agengticomplying. If the entire
request cannot be fulfilled within four businesgddue to difficulty or the
extensiveness of the request, a written explanatibbe given. No delay due to
significant difficulty or extensiveness of the reguwill exceed three calendar weeks
after the receipt of the request unless a longer ieriod is agreed upon.

Any information requested by the Auditor of PulBliccounts or the Legislative
Performance Audit Section will be provided withanly fees or costs.

LB 37 also adds a penalty provision to the Auditgtatutes. It provides that any
person who willfully fails to comply with providingecords to the Auditor or
otherwise willfully obstructs the conduct of anyawvill be guilty of a Class I
misdemeanor. Similar language is currently irugtdior the Legislative Performance
Audit Section.

LB 97

(Karpisek) Require Secretary of Stated provide uniform guidelines for election
workers

LB 97 requires the Secretary of State to develafoum guidelines for election
workers regarding the conduct of election workerd€tection Day and make
such guidelines available on the Secretary of Stateb site.

The guidelines may cover other conduct with regarelection workers and, in
that regard, will take into account variations aunties with regards to size and
population.
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LB 116

(Avery) Provide for use of Veterans’ Al Income Fund for the state veteran
cemetery system

LB 116 allows funds from the Veterans’ Aid IncomnH to be used for the
administration, maintenance, and operation oftéite seteran cemetery system.
Currently, the state veterans’ cemetery in Boxdistthe only cemetery in the
system.

LB 117

(Avery) Change publication requirements forconstitutional amendments and
initiative and referendum measures

LB 117 changes the publication requirements fostitational amendments and
initiative and referendum measures. The bill nexpua notice be placed in the
newspaper directing citizens to a Secretary oeStabsite where the full text of the
constitutional amendment or the initiative andnesiedum measures can be read.

In the Nebraska constitution, there is a requirertiert constitutional amendments
proposed by the Legislature be published in at t@s newspaper in each county for
three consecutive weeks. This requirement is tegéa statute. There is no similar
constitutional provision for initiatives and refedeims, although there is a statutory
requirement that such measures be publishedlggallnewspapers in the state for
three consecutive weeks.

LB 168

(Avery) Provide for voter registrationon the Secretary of State’s website

LB 168 requires the Secretary of State to developlasite to allow for electronic
voter registration and updating of voter registratiecords. An applicant who has a
valid Nebraska motor vehicle operator’s licensstate identification card may use
the web site to register to vote or update voggistation materials.

The Secretary of State will obtain a copy of thgliapnt’s digital signature from the
Department of Motor Vehicles’ records for purpogegoter registration.

In addition to the information required on the euatrvoter registration application,
additional informational statements will be reqdivehen registering on line,
including: an affirmation that the electronic apgfion is true; the applicant agreeing
to the use or his or her digital signature fromDepartment of Motor Vehicles
records; that if the applicant is registering fo# first time and has not previously
voted in the state, additional photo identificatioay be needed; that applications
must be submitted electronically on or before ltivel tFriday before the election; and
that the county election official will send an acltedgment of registration to the
applicant.
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The bill also amends the motor vehicle operatashbkes provisions to prohibit any
official or employee in the Secretary of StateTeceffrom releasing a digital signature
except in specific circumstances.

The bill has an operative date of January, 2012.

LB 169

(Avery) Authorize provisional ballotsfor registered voters changing residence
within Nebraska

LB 169 provides that if a voter has moved from msdence to another within the
state, the voter will be entitled to vote provigityn Currently, voters who move
within the county in which they are registered to vote are alloveedote
provisionally. This bill allows someone who mow&sn one county to a different
county to vote provisionally in their new countyresidence.

This act becomes operative on January 1, 2012.

LB 172

(Avery) Create the Commission on Indimaand Multicultural Affairs and eliminate
the Commission on Latino-Americans and the Commisen on Indian Affairs

LB 172 eliminates the Commission on Latino-Amergand the Commission on
Indian Affairs and creates the Commission on Indiagh Multicultural Affairs
(commission).

The commission will consist of 10 members appoibtethe Governor. Six

members will be enrolled tribal members; three memiwill be appointed so that one
member represents each of the three most popdosss categories, except that such
members will not be from the category of White oané&ican Indian; and one member
will be an at-large member.

The commission is charged with: promoting statefaddral legislation beneficial to
Indian and multicultural communities, coordinatexgsting programs in the areas of
housing, education, welfare, medical, employmedtather related problems;
working with other state and federal governmenhegs; and keeping the
Governor’s office and the public with information the Indian and multicultural
communities.

The commission will meet at least once quartedg.executive board for the
commission is also established.

This act becomes operative on July 1, 2011 andrasnergency clause.
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LB 173

(Avery) Prohibit natural resources dstrict board members from running for or
holding more than one office

LB 173 adds natural resources district to the defimof high elective office.

Current law provides that no person serving in leiglative office shall
simultaneously serve in any other high electiveeeffTherefore, under this bill,
members of a natural resources district boardnetlbe allowed to serve in any other
high elective office simultaneously.

Other high elective offices include: members ofléygslature, governor, lieutenant
governor, secretary of state, auditor of publioaats, state treasurer, attorney
general, public service commission, state boasdio€ation, University of Nebraska
board of regents, county, city, learning commurgiggnmunity college area, or school
district elective office.

LB 173 also provides that any person holding mioae tne high elective office on
the effective date of this bill will be entitled $erve the remainder of all terms for
which he or she was elected or appointed.

LB 186

(Sullivan) Require nonpartisan ballots forcounty officers

LB 186 changes the following county offices frontjgan to nonpartisan offices:
county clerk, register of deeds, county assessontg sheriff, county treasurer,
county attorney, public defender, clerk of theratiscourt, county surveyor, county
engineer, board of supervisors and board of cononiss.

LB 198

(Mello) Change provisions relating to the prchase or lease of state-owned
passenger cars

LB 198 adds requirements to the purchase of stateed passenger cars.

With the bill, all state-owned passenger cars paseld or leased by the
transportation services bureau will be:

» Identified as Fuel Economy Leaders;

* Flex fuel vehicles;

» Hybrid electric vehicles;

» Electric or plug-in electric vehicles;

» Hydrogen or fuel cell vehicles; or

» Other alternative fuel vehicles.

The chief of the transportation services bureau exaympt the purchase or lease

of state-owned passenger cars from this requirerhbator she determines the
cost of compliance will exceed the projected gasotionsumption cost savings.

LB 214

(Pankonin) Require nonpartisan election o€ounty and city officials

LB 214 changes the election of county and cityc@fs. With the bill, county and city
officials will be elected on a nonpartisan ballot.

The following county offices are changed from sauti to nonpartisan offices: county
clerk, register of deeds, county assessor, cotetyffs county treasurer, county
attorney, public defender, clerk of the distriatitpcounty surveyor, county engineer,
board of supervisors, and board of commissioners.

Currently, city and village officers are electedanonpartisan ballot unless a city
or village provides for a partisan ballot by ordina. This bill eliminates the
option of allowing a city to pass an ordinancelexecity offices by partisan
ballot.

LB 224

(Avery) Change provisions relating to recalof certain political subdivision officials

With LB 224, the reasons for which a recall maysbaght are limited to
malfeasance in office, misfeasance in office, nasémce in office, or conviction
of a crime involving an act of dishonesty or adatsatement. Malfeasance,
misfeasance and nonfeasance are defined in theCilirently, recall efforts do
not need to be based on specific reason.

The principal circulator or circulators of the riéeaill submit to the filing clerk a
statement, of sixty words or fewer, alleging fastsch, if true, establish the
grounds of malfeasance, misfeasance, nonfeasaidgcm or conviction of a
crime involving an act of dishonesty or a falsdesteent.

Under current law, the individual sought to be Heckis notified that an affidavit
has been filed by the principal circulator seekimgyor her removal from office.
The individual is then given the opportunity teefiwithin 20 days, a defense
statement. With LB 224, the individual may decidstead of filing a defense
statement, to file suit in the district court tattenge the sufficiency of the
allegations in the statement filed by the princigedulator or circulators. The
court will presume the allegations are true andstroe them in the light most
favorable the principal circulator or circulatorShe court will determine, without
hearing or cost, whether the allegations in theestant establish the existence of
malfeasance, misfeasance, nonfeasance in officemiction of a crime
involving an act of dishonesty or a false statemenhe court will notify the

clerk and all parties within five days after theideon.

If the allegations are found to be sufficient, théividual whose removal is
sought may submit a defense statement within 26 dtgr receiving the notice
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of the decision. After receipt of the defenseestant or the expiration of the 20
day period if no defense statement is submitteslfilimg clerk will issue the
petition papers to the principal circulator or alators.

If the allegations are found not to be sufficighg filling clerk will not issue
petition papers.

Finally, the bill requires the filing clerk to nbtithe Secretary of State when
initial petition papers are issued, when the repeatition is found to be sufficient
and an election will be held, and the results oéleslections. The Secretary of
State will compile all of these records.

LB 266

(Sullivan) Change the Open Meetings Act rating to closed sessions

LB 266 changes the reasons a public body may hdimsad session. With this bill, a
public body may hold a closed session for a jobopmance evaluation of a non-
elected official or employee, if the person hasraquested an open meeting.

LB 312

(Coash) Adopt the Brain Injury Act to provide ongoing support for veterans with brain
injury
LB 312 creates the Brain Injury Council. The colwdl consist of 15 members

including the director of the Department of Veteiakifairs, the director of the
Division of Rehabilitation Services and thirteetblmmembers.

The council will provide advisory, technical assgte to the Department of Education
in the implementation of the Brain Injury Act. $gieally, the council will: advise

and make recommendations to the Department of Edo@n ways to improve and
develop services regarding brain injury; encoutdiigen participation; oversee
programs created under the federal Traumatic Bnainy Act; and advise the

Division of Rehabilitation Services on the admiaison of the Veterans Resource
Facilitation Fund.

The Veterans Resource Facilitation Fund will bizetil to provide for resource
facilitators to facilitate program services; inéhuglongoing support for veterans with
brain injuries and helping them transition backngployment and living in the
community. Money in the fund may also be useddwige for the expense of the
Brain Injury Council.

The Division of Rehabilitation Services will reparinually to the Governor and the
Legislature on the status of the fund.

LB 365

(Sullivan) Change access provisions for v@tinformation and voter registration
registers
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LB 365 changes provisions relating to access todlter registration register.

With the bill, any person may examine the registeris not allowed to make copies
or makes notes or other memoranda of the driieease number, voter identification
number, or last four digits of a social securityntner of any voter.

Similarly, the election commissioner or county kieill make available for purchase
a list of registered voters that includes the phirstory, but will not include the
driver’s license number, voter identification numlme last four digits of a social
security number of any voter. The Secretary deStey provide such a list of all
registered voters in the state for a fee of $500.

Finally, the Secretary of State will provide a b$gll registered voters and their
addresses to each political party which has catedidhat will appear on the
upcoming primary or general election. Currentliglslists are provided by the
election commissioner or county clerk.

LB 367

(McCoy) Change balloting and vacancy proviens for presidential electors
LB 367 changes balloting and vacancy provisionpfesidential electors.

With the bill, presidential electors will executpladge agreeing to mark their ballots
for President and Vice President of the partydbbgcted them.

Each presidential elector will present the complétlot to the Secretary of State
who will examine each ballot and accept as cast lalkot marked by a presidential
elector consistent with his or her pledge. The&axy of State will not accept a
ballot if a presidential elector marked the balotiolation of his or pledge or did not
mark the ballot.

A presidential elector who refuses to present lathakresents an unmarked ballot, or
presents a ballot marked in violation of his orledge vacates the office of
presidential ballot. This creates a vacancy wtiiehGovernor will fill.

LB 412

(Karpisek) Change provisions regarding comibutions and expenditures under the
Nebraska Political Accountability and Disclosure At

LB 412 prohibits a committee, other than a candidatmmittee, that is established or
controlled by a person holding a state elective@to make a contribution or
expenditure to any candidate or candidate comnuoftaecandidate for a state elective
office or to any political party committee.

The bill also prohibits a candidate committee fimaking a contribution to or
independent expenditure on behalf of a politicaypaCurrently, candidate
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committees are prohibited from making such contigims or expenditures to
candidate committees.

Finally, the bill eliminates the ability of a didgimg candidate committee from
transferring unexpended funds to another candatetenittee or political party.
Under the bill, a candidate committee which isalisag is allowed to transfer the
unexpended funds to a tax-exempt charity. Cugraméinsfers can be made to
charity, another candidate committee or a polipaty.

LB 425 (Lautenbaugh) Change provisions relating toeal estate tracts and the designation of
industrial area

LB 425 changes provisions relating to the designaif industrial tracts.

The bill changes the provisions regarding when aiapality may annex an

industrial tract. With LB 425, the threshold ofevha real estate tract will not be
subject to inclusion within any city of the firstgecond class or village is raised from
in excess of $286,000 in assessed taxable valuatiorexcess of $15 million.

The bill provides additional procedures when a tpboard reviews any and all real
estate tracts contained in any industrial aregheWa county board determines to
review real estate tracts contained in any indalgtrea, the county board will notify
the owner of the review hearing. The notice walldent by certified mail and
published in the newspaper.

If the county board determines the real estatéigam longer eligible for the
industrial area designation, the board will enteoaler removing the designation
from the real estate tract or portion of the tradthe designation cannot be removed
against the wishes of the owner as long as thiedoatinues to be in compliance of
the definition of “industry”

The bill changes the definition of “industry” tacinde any enterprise that has as its
primary function any agricultural, manufacturednenal or chemical products. It
eliminates any enterprise with storage as its pgiriuanction. Also, industry does not
include any enterprise involved in retail salet®Bervice or product.

LB 443 (Avery) Increase certain fees assessed g tState Fire Marshal

LB 443 raises certain fees assessed by the Statdlarshal.

Specifically, the bill increases the fee for fiedety inspections of liquor
establishments, foster care facilities, hospitats @her health care facilities, and
mobile home parks to not less than $30 nor mone $1&5. The current range is
not less than $25 or more than $150.
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Fees for providing investigation reports to insweawnompanies are increased
from three to four dollars.

The fees for reviewing plans, blueprints and sh@pvthgs are increased as

follows:

structures or improvements fee

$1-5000 increased $5 to $10

$5001 to $25,000 increased $5 to $10 for the $5§00, $3
for additional $5000

$25,001 to $50,000 increased $15 to $20 for tis¢ $25,000,

$100,001 to $200,000 increased $35 to $40 foritke$100,000,
$2 for additional $10,000

Additional fee to review plans, blueprints, andsldoawings to determine
compliance with accessibility standards will notesd $275. Currently, the fees
shall not exceed $250.

The registration fee for above ground storage t@kaised from a fee not to
exceed $10 to $15.

The fee for a permit to install a new tank for atge of regulated substances is
increased from $50 to $55. The registration feesérh tanks is increased from
$30 to $35.

LB 444 (Avery) Provide methods for notice under te Open Meetings Act

LB 444 provides that the method of providing nob€public meetings will include,
but not be limited to, publication in a newspagageneral circulation, posting on the
public body’'s web site, or posting in a public ding in the community.

The bill retains the current notice provisions tlegjuire public bodies to give
reasonable advance publicized notice of the tirdegoéace of each meeting by a
method designated by the public body. LB 444 plesiguidance on the methods to
provide such notice.

LB 523 (Pahls) Require identification for petitioncirculators

LB 523 requires the sponsor or principal circulatoa petition under the Election Act
to provide each circulator of such petition witendification that will contain a unique
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number to that circulator. The identification wibt contain the name or other
personal information of the circulator.

The sponsor or principal circulator will maintaécords of the name and address of
each circulator along with the number assigne@dh eirculator. The sponsor or
principal circulator will only make these recordsitable for purposes of
investigation upon request from the Secretary ateSthe Attorney General, and law
enforcement.

LB 566

(Schumacher) Provide for online petition gjnatures for recall, initiative, and
referendum petitions

LB 566 states it is the intent of this legislatiorfacilitate the rights of the people to
petition through the use of electronic signaturepetitions and the electronic
verification of signatures on petitions used inrdall, initiative, and referendum
process.

Under the bill, the Secretary of State will providethe submission of electronic
signatures for every petition unless the petitimonsor opts out of the use of
electronic signatures. If the petition sponsorsdua opt out, eligible signers may
choose whether to submit their signatures eledadigior sign the petition manually.

A petition sponsor who does not opt out shall ptlyng fee or file a qualifying
affidavit. The filing fee will be $10,000 for anitiative petition proposing a
constitutional amendment and $5000 for any othtitigpe If a petition sponsor
cannot afford the filing fee, he or she may filgualifying affidavit.

If an eligible signer signs a petition by an elacit signature, the Secretary of State
and county election official will accept it and linde it in the count necessary to
validate the petition. No circulator signaturenotarization will be required for
electronic signatures. The bill outlines sevezglirements the electronic signature
must meet in order to have the same force ana effgbe use of a manual signature.

When the Secretary of State receives an electsmnature, he or she will mail a post
card to the signer at the address on his or her vagistration address indicating the
signature has been received. The signer has $Qalaydicate he or she did not
submit the signature.

If the electronic signature cannot be correlatet tie signer, the signer may request
a petition be mailed to him or her. The SecredfuState will encrypt coding on a
single signature petition form and mail it to tigner. No circulator signature or
notarization will be required.

The Secretary of State is given several dutiesrthdebill including: adopting rules
and regulations to carry out the legislation, astdldishing a secure server located in
Nebraska. They are also given authority to esfalaliverification database from state
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and county agencies and operate a secure welositerd for the purpose of receiving
credit card contributions.

Any person may challenge a petition containingtedacc signatures. The bill
outlines specific procedures for the person matieghallenge.

The Petition Operations Fund is created to carryhauprovisions of this legislation.

Finally, a person may become a registered partitguad request that a link be placed
on the web site created by the Secretary of STte.application will provide
appropriate information on the link and includegistration fee of $250 for each link.
The link will provide information supporting or opging a petition.

LB 568

(Schumacher) Provide duties for the Stater€asurer relating to state employee benefits

LB 568 adds a duty for the State Treasurer toveaaid keep all money of the state,
including funds used to pay the costs of any bepefsuant to the terms of a labor
contract negotiated by or on behalf of a bargainimigy

LB 577

(Wightman) Provide an application fee for astructure building permit issued by the
Department of Aeronautics

LB 577 requires a person to pay a fee of $75 tdtyeartment of Aeronautics
Cash Fund when applying to build or erect a stmactiiat exceeds 150 feet in
height above the surface of the ground.

The bill has an emergency clause and an operagiteeal July 1, 2011.

LB 583

(Haar) Adopt the Interstate Compact on theAgreement Among the States to Elect the
President by National Popular Vote

LB 583 creates the Interstate Compact on the AgeaeAmong the States to Elect
the President by National Popular Vote. The compdidoecome effective when
states cumulatively possessing a majority of taetetal votes have enacted this
compact.

The chief election official of each member statl d@signate the presidential slate
with the largest national popular vote total astatonal popular vote winner. The
presidential elector certifying official of each mieer state will certify the
appointment in that official’'s own state of theotte slate in association with the
national popular vote winner.
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Each state which has adopted the compact will raa@etermination of the number of
popular votes cast in the state and communicatel¢termination to each other
member state.

The compact outlines the procedure in the eveatiefand gives the presidential
national popular vote winner the power to nomitia¢gepresidential electors in some
circumstances.

LB 597

(Pahls) Require consolidation of county affes

LB 597 requires counties with a population of fewiramn 25,000 inhabitants to
consolidate the following offices such that no ntben five individuals occupy all
the offices at any time: clerk of the district dpaounty assessor, county clerk,
county highway superintendent, county sheriff, ¢pgarveyor, county treasurer,
county zoning administrator, election commissioregister of deeds, and weed
control superintendent.

Consolidation of an office is not required if tféae is not utilized by the county or if
the officeholder serves as county surveyor, cowetyd control superintendent,
county zoning administrator, or county highway simendent in more than one
county.

Currently, a county may consolidate the officeleflcof the district court, county
assessor, county clerk, county engineer, countaegar or register of deeds. LB 597
provides that a county with a population of fevirnt 25,000 inhabitants may
consolidate any of those offices with any of thfece$ of county highway
superintendent, county sheriff, county treasuinty zoning administrator, election
commissioner, or week control superintendent. dffiees of clerk of the district
court and county sheriff may not be consolidatetti @ach other.

The holder of a consolidated office will meet thlifications required by law for
each office held. Current law requires a coungrtddo adopt a resolution for the
consolidation of offices and then submit the igsue voters for approval. With LB
597, only a county with more than 25,000 inhab#atequired to submit the issue of
consolidation to the voters.

LB 605

(Conrad) Provide for voter registration onelection day and require identification to
vote

LB 605 allows electors to register to vote and aotélection Day by presenting
proof of identification and residence and comptgairegistration application. The
elector may register and vote at his or her pofilage. If the election is conducted by
mail, the elector will register to vote and votéha election commissioner or county
clerk’s office.
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If the elector is registering in Nebraska for tingt time and has not previously voted
in the state, the elector is required to pres@hiodographic identification or a copy of
a utility bill, bank statement, government cheakygheck or other current
government document that shows the name and addrbgselector as they appear
on the application.

If the elector is not registered in his or her dguf residence and has previously
registered to vote in the state, the elector wakpnt a driver’s license, state
identification card, passport, military identificat, employer’s identification or
student identification which is current and haseatp or digital image. If the address
on the above identification does not match theiegn, the elector will also need to
present a utility bill, check or other governmentaiment that is current and shows
the name and address of the elector as they appdae application.

The election commissioner or county clerk will pdeveach precinct with a list of all
physical addresses in the precinct and the comelgmp ballot style for each address if
there is more than one ballot style in the precinct

In addition to allowing election day registratituld 605 provides that no ballot will be
handed to any voter in any election until the vbtes presented a motor vehicle
operator’s license, state identification card, pagr other identification with a
photograph or digital image issued by the goverripoemm copy of a utility bill, bank
statement, paycheck or other current document sigatve name and address of the
voter, unless the voter votes a provisional ballot.

Currently, there are identification requirementsgersons who register to vote by
mail and are voting in Nebraska for the first tinkd® 605 requires such voters to
provide a required identification document withthdays of the election if the ballot
is not counted. Also, a voter who votes early pvibvide a government issued
photographic identification within 10 days aftee #ection or the ballot will not be
accepted for counting.

LB 616 (Mello) Require the Department of Administative Services to submit a report on the

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Some of the issues to be addressed in the revetwdaidentifying: poorly
performing property; leases above market valuesai@ cost reduction;
opportunities for improving efficiency; and reabperty disposition opportunities.

LB 631

LB 631 allows a registered voter to request tcmbkided on a permanent list of voters
to receive an application to request a ballot &olyevoting.

Prior to each election, the election commissioneoanty clerk will mail to all voters
who are eligible for the election and who are ideltion the permanent early voting
request list, an application to request a balloeéoly voting by nonforwardable malil
that is marked with the statement required by tstrpaster to receive an address
correction natification. If the application isuebed undeliverable, the election
commissioner or county clerk will take steps totaotthe voter to update the voter’s
address.

The voter will be sent the application to requestarly ballot automatically, until the
voter asks to be removed, the voter’s registrasi@anceled or the application is
returned undeliverable and the election commissioneounty clerk is not able to
contact the voter.

LB 643

(Lautenbaugh) Provide additional public reords that may be withheld

LB 643 allows records relating to initial accidegports received by law enforcement
agencies in the course of reporting and investigataffic accidents to be withheld
from the public by the lawful custodian of the neltso

LB 654

(Christensen) Provide filing requirements ér presidential and vice-presidential
candidates and prohibit presidential electors fronvoting for uncertified candidates

LB 654 requires that candidates for President dné-Fresident provide
documentation that they meet the eligibility regments in the United States
Constitution. Such candidates will submit an affidto the Secretary of State along
with supporting documentation by September 8 of/te of the election.

The affidavit will contain the following statementwas born a citizen of the United
States of America and was subject exclusivelyeqguhsdiction of the United States
of America, owing allegiance to no other countrihattime of my birth. On the day |
was born, both my birth mother and birth fatherean@tizens of the United States of
America.
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The bill outlines the various documents and affidaequired to demonstrate the
candidate meets the eligibility requirements fasiRtent outlined in the US
Constitution, including obtaining the age of 35jdeg in the United States for 14
years, and being a natural born citizen of theddnBtates.

The Secretary of State will determine and certif/¢andidates’ constitutional
eligibility on or before September .7 The Secretary of State will only certify those
candidates who have completed the affidavits aodqged all required
documentation. The bill also provides that asteged voter may appeal the
certification determination to the District Couftl@ncaster County.

Finally, the bill provides a criminal penalty famapresidential elector casting his or
her Electoral College vote for a candidate whaiscertified as constitutionally
eligible.

LB 685

(Schilz) Change provisions of the NebrasRéisitors Development Act relating to the use
of funds and the members of committees

LB 685 provides a list of factors the governingyoélithe county and the visitors
committee will consider in determining how to use proceeds of the County
Visitors Promotion Fund and the County Visitors toyement Fund. The factors
include, but are not limited to:

» the type of organization applying for funds

the scope of the project

» the impact of the project

» the expected duration of the project

» the number of applications received, and

» ifagrantisinvolved, the amount requested.

These factors will also be considered when makiagtg from the County Visitors
Improvement Fund.

The governing body of the county and the visitarsimittee will also ensure that
projects funded under the Nebraska Visitors Devetay Act will increase
attendance at an event, increase stays in hatefapfe a county as a destination, and
promote tourism.

The visitors committee in a county with a metrapoliclass city will consist of the
following seven members: two members from the gomg body of the county; two
representatives from the metropolitan hospitabgoaiation; one representative of a
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convention and visitors bureau; one representiiove the largest tourism attraction;
and one representative of a metropolitan entertamisnd convention authority.

The bill also changes the membership of visitorsrodgtees in other counties by
adding members from either a representative ohaertion and visitors bureau or a
representative of a local chamber of commercerashabiry.

LB 691

(Brasch) Provide requirements relating to prchasing biobased products by state
government

LB 691 requires the materiel division of the Deypemt of Administrative Services
and other state agencies to purchase biobasedcsad@accordance with the
biobased product preference program establish#tehyateriel division as required
under this bill.

The materiel administrator will adopt a policy eftsig minimum biobased content

specifications for awarding contracts. The matadeninistrator may determine it is
not possible for a biobased product to be purchasactordance with the biobased
product preference program if certain conditionistesuch as the product not being
available or the price being unreasonable.

Under the bill, a vendor is required to certifytttiee product meets the biobased
content requirements for the designated item.

The materiel administrator will adopt rules andutaetions that prescribe the
procedure used to give preference to biobased giydhe biobased product
preference program, and other requirements.

The bill also provides that a state institutiornigher education will purchase
designated items in accordance with the procedithe institution that are similar to
those established by the materiel administrator.

Both the material administrator and the statetirt&ins of higher learning are
required to submit a report describing the numhdrtgpes of biobased products
purchased.

Currently, this section of the constitution prodkeat civil offices may be impeached
for any misdemeanor in office. LR 19CA adds angdameanor related to the
election by which such officer was elected to tfie@

The committee amendment replaces the original praviof the resolution. With
the amendment, the constitution will be amendgaldoide that a civil officer of
this state will be liable to impeachment for anygd@meanor in office or for any
misdemeanor in pursuit of such office.

LR 2CA

RESOLUTION SUMMARIES: 2011 RESOLUTIONS HELD IN

(Harms) Constitutional amendment to authorze county manager form of county
government

LR 2CA amends Atrticle IX, section 4 of the Nebraskastitution to allow the
Legislature to provide by law for a county mandgemn of county government in
which county officers may be appointed. This fafhgovernment will be optional
for each county and will occur only after a majovibte.

LR 123

(Cornett) Endorse the proposition that Taivan participate in the International Civil
Aviation Organization as an observer

LR 123 provides that the Legislature endorse thpgsition that Taiwan patrticipate
in the International Civil Aviation Organization as observer.

The resolution also provides that the Legislatsiupportive of all efforts to grant
Taiwan official observer status at the United Nai&ramework Convention on
Climate Change.
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LB 719

BILL SUMMARIES: 2012 BILLS ENACTED IN 2012
(Price) Change records management proviss

LB 719 makes several changes to the Records Mamsgeyot.

Currently, state agencies are allowed to imposgcharge or convenience fee upon a
person making a payment by credit card or changktodhe state agency. This bill
provides that any such fee imposed by the statecggell have the force of law and

will be honored by the credit card or charge cardgany. Any credit card or charge

card company doing business in the state will as¢ss any fee or penalty against the
state if the state imposed a surcharge or convasiee as a percentage of the
transaction. Current law only allows the surchangeonvenience fee to be applied

when allowed by the credit card or charge card @nyp

The bill changes the language from “gateway” tat@ld Portal is defined as the
state's centralized electronic information systgrwhich public records or electronic
information and services are provided using elearaccess.

The provision requiring that fees established kyState Records Board be terminated
after an 18 month period unless enacted by theslaggyie is eliminated.

The bill also provides the State Records Boardmudl/ide an annual report to the
Legislature on its activities. Currently, the reps required to be provided quarterly.

Finally, the bill outright repeals three sectioigection 84-1205.04 deals with an
outdated public bidding statute; Section 84-1208&4s with public records and is
inconsistent with other public record laws; andtiaB4-1223 deals with an outdated
statute on micrographic production and processing.

The committee amendment removes the section ihilhegarding surcharge or
convenience fees imposed by state agencies upsan®emaking a payment by
credit card or charge card to the state agencyh We amendment, the language
providing that any such fees imposed by the sigé@ay will have the force of
law and will be honored by the credit card or cleargrd company is eliminated.

LB 733

(Pirsch) Provide for electronic transmissia and filing of documents under the
Nebraska Uniform Limited Liability Company Act

LB 733 allows the Secretary of State to providetlierelectronic transmission and
filing of documents under the Nebraska Uniform LtediLiability Company Act.

LB 735

(Schumacher) Permit governing bodies @ommunity colleges and certain public

power districts to hold meetings by videoconferencer telephone conference
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LB 735 adds community college board to the lispaiblic entities which can hold its
public meetings by videoconferencing and telephmmrderence.

In addition to community colleges, the committeeeadment adds public power districts
and public power and irrigation districts to th&t bbf entities that can hold its public
meetings by videoconferencing and telephone condere

LB 759 (Avery) Change petition circulation rguirements

LB 759 includes two provisions relating to petitionculators. The first
provision removes the requirement that personsaeircalate petitions be electors
of the state, and replaces it with the requirentfeatirculator be 18 years of age
or older. The provision requiring circulators ® fesidents, which is included in
the definition of elector, was recently held toureonstitutional.

The second provision of the bill requires the spor@ principal circulator of a
petition to provide each circulator with identificen that will contain a unique
number to that petition circulator. The identifioa will not contain the name or
other personal information of the petition circatat

The sponsor or principal circulator will maintagcords of the name and address
of each circulator along with the number assigmeekich circulator. The sponsor
or principal circulator will only make these recsravailable for purposes of
investigation upon request from the Secretary afeéSthe Attorney General, and
law enforcement.

The committee amendment removes all provisionsiregLthe sponsor or
principal circulator of a petition to provide iddittation to petition circulators.

With the amendment, the only provisions remainmthe bill are the ones that
removes the requirement that petition circulat@®lectors of the state and
replaces it with the requirement that the circutatme 18 years of age or older.

LB 766 (Price) Authorize the Adjutant General to make certain emergency expenditures

LB 766 allows the Adjutant General to make expemég of up to $10,000 without a
state of emergency proclamation when immediatertiaza material response is
required.

Currently, the Adjutant General has the authootgxpend up to $10,000 without a
state of emergency proclamation if aerial fire sapgion is immediately required.

LB 772 (Smith) Change provisions relating to the @gyment of salaries for county board
members
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LB 772 eliminates the requirement that county boaethbers be paid monthly. With
the bill, there are no requirements regarding hit@ndooard members will be paid.

LB 779 (Lautenbaugh) Provide for rental vehites for use by state agencies

LB 779 allows the transportation services bureaernbpassenger vehicles from a
third party fleet for transporting state employem one job location to another
when it is determined that it is an economic achgeto the state.

LB 782 (McCoy) Require that reports submittedo the Legislature be submitted
electronically

LB 782 requires all reports submitted to the Uegjise, including reports to
Legislative standing committees and the fiscateffoe submitted electronically.

The bill also repeals several sections of law raggithe submission of reports whose
date has passed.

The committee amendment delays the operativeuwtdiieJanuary 1, 2015 those
sections of the bill dealing with reports filed lopbyists and principals.

The amendment also allows the Clerk of the Legistab establish requirements for
the electronic submission, distribution, and forafaeports required to be provided
to the Legislature. The clerk may accept a rapastritten form only upon a showing
of good cause.

LB 795 (Avery) Change provisions relating to appling for membership in veterans homes

LB 795 allows a recognized veterans organizaticmMebraska veterans' home to
receive an application for membership in a Nebraskarans home, including
coordinating the financial and medical informatiand if necessary, providing an
opinion on the applications validity. The orgatimaor veterans' home will then
forward the application to the Veterans' Home Bo&drrently, only county veteran
service officers are allowed to perform this funiati

A recognized veterans organization is definedlas:American Legion, the American
Ex-Prisoners of War, the Disabled American VetertesMilitary Order of the
Purple Heart, the Paralyzed Veterans of Ameri@\terans of Foreign Wars of the
United States, the Vietnam Veterans of Americaarydother veterans organization
recognized by the Director of Veterans' Affairs.
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LB 819

(Price) Provide for the treatment of militay medals as unclaimed property

LB 819 amends the Uniform Disposition of Unclainf@dperty Act to prohibit any
military medals removed from a safe deposit bowhith the lease has expired to be
sold or otherwise disposed of. The military medalkbe retained by the holder for
the lessee of the box until reported and deliveydde State Treasurer. The holder
will file a report with the State Treasurer andaglthe military medal for
safekeeping by the State Treasurer.

The State Treasurer will hold and maintain thetamfimedals until the original owner
or heirs can be identified and the medals returfiée: State Treasurer may designate
a veteran's organization as the custodian of seclalsiuntil the original owner or
heirs are located.

The committee amendment makes clarifying changésetaill.

First, the committee amendment clarifies that thielér of the military medal will
report the property to the State Treasurer ondhngesschedule as other
abandoned property under the Uniform Dispositiol/o€laimed Property Act.

Also, the bill provides that the State Treasurdl ald and maintain the military
medals for ten years or until the original ownetrair heirs can be identified.
After ten years, the State Treasurer may designa&teran's organization, an
awarding agency, or a government entity as theodiest of the military medals.
Once the military medals are turned over to anmggdion or entity, the State
Treasurer will no longer be responsible for the dafeping of the military
medals.

LB 823

(Adams) Change powers and duties of countgeasurers relating to the holding of

certain school district funds

LB 823 provides that if a school district has nigd an official bond or evidence
of equivalent insurance coverage with the courdgdurer, the county treasurer
may hold funds collected for the school districtiluime bond or evidence of
equivalent insurance coverage has been filed.

LB 858

(Avery) Change requirements and exception®r certain state contracts

LB 858 places additional requirements on state@ggigontracting for services over
$25 million.
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With this bill, an agency proposing to contractdervices over $25 million will
submit to the materiel division of the Departmdmdministrative Services a copy of
the proposed contract and a completed “proof of mealysis.”

The proof of need analysis will include: the reef purchasing the service instead
of using state employees; a review of the long st savings; an explanation of
how the state agency will have adequate controham@sms to ensure the services are
provided pursuant to the terms of the contract] ajustification for entering into the
contract if the contract will not result in a cbgrefit to the state.

The materiel division will certify the proof of neé@nalysis by determining whether
the analysis contains the information requiredwaitideport to the state agency
within 30 days. If the division certifies the aysa$, the agency may enter into the
proposed contract. If the division does not fyettie analysis, it will inform the state
agency of the additional information required.

The state agency will file the proposed contractppof need analysis and proof of
certification with the Legislative Fiscal Office.

Also included in the bill is a change to the childifare exception for service
contracts. The change allows an exemption forig@ontracts with direct
providers of medical, behavioral, or developmehgadlth services, child care, or
child welfare services to an individual if the c@ut is under $25 million. If it is
in excess of $25 million, the service contract wik be exempted from
competitive bidding provisions and other provisiofishe personal services
contracts statutes.

The committee amendment makes several changes twitfinal bill.

First, the amendment adds language from LB 115%igra that the purpose of
theses service contract provisions is to estalkisbpen and fair process for
selection of contractual services, using perforreamased contracting methods to
the maximum extent practicable.

With the committee amendment, state agencies wilenter into a proposed
contract for services in excess of $15 million uthi¢ state agency has submitted
to the materiel division a copy of the contract arqtoof-of-need analysis. The
original bill required contracts in excess of $2#lion to complete this process.

The amendment also changes the exemption for setwiatracts with direct
providers of medical, behavioral, or developmehgalth services, child care, or
child welfare services. These child welfare cartsavill be exempted from
certain service contract provisions if the contiac15 million or less.

Finally, the amendment clarifies the duties oftieteriel division when

certifying the proof-of-need analysis. The diemswill certify receipt of a
proof-of-need analysis and report the receipt efghalysis to the state agency no
more than 30 days after receiving it. Certificataf the proof-of-need analysis
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means all of the information required for the probheed analysis has been
provided to the division by the state agency.

On Select File, LB 858 was amended to include toeipions of LB 1006. The
amendment provides that priority given to blindsoers for vending facilities will
only be given if the product price in the bid sutied is comparable in price to
the product price in the other bids for similargwots sold in similar buildings or
on similar property and all other components ofliltefor a contract, except for
any rent paid to the state, are found to be reddpmeguivalent to the other
bidders. The current language provides the pyiggibnly given if the bid
submitted is comparable to the other bids submétetithe qualifications and
capabilities of the vendors are similar to otherdas.

LB 860

(Hansen) Change qualification and trainingequirements for truth and deception

examiners

LB 860 changes the Licensing of Truth and Decexaminers Act.

The bill reduces from 150 to 60 the number of fdmagce stress analysis classroom
hours that is required for an applicant applyingddruth and deception examiner's
license.

Current law requires an applicant for a truth aadeghtion examiner's license to
have completed a course of study at a traininditiaeipproved by the Secretary
of State. The bill adds the National Institute Touth Verification and the
National Association of Computer Voice Stress Pastlysts as approved
training facilities.

LB 869

(Janssen) Change provisions relating to tHetate Athletic Commissioner and change
membership of the Athletic Advisory Committee

LB 869 removes amateur boxing and amateur spamatghes or exhibitions from
the jurisdiction of the State Athletic Commissianer

The State Athletic Commissioner duties includeiigslicenses to organizations that
hold boxing, wrestling and mixed martial arts eseaantd licensing physicians,
referees, managers, matchmakers, and judges wimvalved in these events.

LB 869 also removes the member from the Athletigigaly Committee representing
amateur boxing.

The committee amendment clarifies that for amageents, the State Athletic
Commissioner may issue an annual license for camtusuch events to any
club, association, or organization. Current lalovas the State Athletic
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Commissioner to issue licenses for amateur evamnysto nonprofit clubs and
organizations.

LB 878

(Wallman) Change election calendar, vacangciallot, and counting machine provisions
LB 878 changes several provisions of the Election A

First, the bill changes the date the Secretaryaie$ublishes the official election
calendar from December 1 to November 1 prior tsthgewide primary election.

The bill requires the Secretary of State to condisgiecial election when one-half or
more members of a city council under a city manalger or a school district are
vacant. The current requirement for the SecretbBtate to conduct a special
election is a majority of the seats are vacant.

The bill clarifies that the statewide primary eieatballot will contain the name of
candidates who have filed candidate forms and dates for the President of the
United States who are presented by petition ogemerally advocated or recognized
as candidates in the national news media.

Directors of reclamation districts are removed ftbmnlist of offices that
automatically advance in the primary election beedbe law already provides that
these offices appear only on the general elecadiotb

Finally, the bill repeals two sections of statutalthg with custodians of voting
systems (32-1044) and instructional meetings oa eotinting devices (32-1045).

LB 880

(Pahls) Provide duties relating to reducingosts and adopting modern methods of state
and local records management

LB 880 amends the State Records Management Aetjtore the administrator and
the State Records Board to reduce the cost andrnipel¢he process of maintaining,
retaining, and preserving public records.

The bill also requires state agencies, departmtetdegislative and judicial branches,
and political subdivisions to establish and mamtaist-effective and modern record
keeping activities and to strive to reduce thesctwstnanage record retention.

Finally, the bill outright repeals section 84-1ZBbdealing with public bidding of
certain contracts.

LB 936

(Karpisek) Change provisions relating to temination of the township board
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Current law allows a county board of supervisortgtminate a township board if the
township board has become inactive. If the towmbbard has become inactive, the
board holds a public hearing on the issue of teatimg the township board.

If no appointment to the township board has beeatermathin 30 days after the
hearing, the county board adopts a resolutiorrtoinate the township board. LB 936
provides that the resolution will state the effextiate of the termination. Current law
provides the terminations will occur on the follogiJune 30, or if the resolution is
adopted on or after June 1 but before June 3@pwreship board terminates on the
following July 31.

The committee amendment adds the emergency claulise bill.

LB 1035 (Sullivan) Change political party provisisms and vote canvassing procedures and
provide for automatic nomination of airport authori ty board members

LB 1035 adds airport authority board members tdishef candidates whose names
do not appear on the primary election ballot aechatomatically nominated
candidates for the general election. This “autanaatvancement” occurs if there are
not more than two candidates for each positioretfilled.

The committee amendment contains the provisiotwobills, LB 757 and LB
966.

LB 757

The provisions of LB 757 change the requiremenisafing a candidate for a
partisan office on the primary election ballot inf as a partisan candidate.

No person is allowed to be placed on the primatipbaf a political party unless
he or she is a registered voter of the party amshatof the two immediately
preceding statewide general elections: a) a datelhominated by the political
party polled at least 5% of the entire vote inadestide race or b) by a
combination of candidates for a combination ofrait that encompass the entire
state, polled at least 5% of the vote in each eif tlespective districts.

The allowance of county, city and district pariegliminated. Also eliminated is
section 32-718 dealing with new political parties ¢ongressional districts,
counties or cities.

LB 966

The provisions of LB 966 require the county canwagboard to provide a record
of the correct returns in all precincts to the #t@ccommissioner or county clerk
either in a ledger or by using a computer printdDtirrent law only provides for
entering the returns into a permanent ledger.
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LB 1053

(Louden) Create Nebraska Tourism Commsion and transfer powers and

duties from the Travel and Tourism Division of theDepartment of Economic
Development

LB 1053 creates the Nebraska Tourism Commissidre cbmmission will consist of
one member appointed from each tourism region. niém@bers are appointed by the
Governor with the approval of the Legislature.

The duties of the commission include: administetire Nebraska Visitors
Development Act; appointing an executive direatonploying personnel; and
preparing and approving a budget.

Currently there exists the Travel and Tourism Daviof the Department of
Economic Development. Under this bill, that dietsis eliminated and all personnel
and property from that division is transferredhe Nebraska Tourism Commission.

The Travel and Tourism Division Advisory Commitisealso eliminated and its
duties given to the commission. These duties telihe development of a
statewide strategic plan to cultivate and promoteism in Nebraska.

The bill was amended on Select File. The amendaesignated the members of
the Nebraska Tourism Commission including reprege@s from: the Game and
Parks Commission; the Nebraska Travel AssociatlemNebraska Hotel and
Motel Association; a tourism attraction that recoad least 2000 out of state
visitors per year; the Nebraska Association of Guion and Visitors Bureau,
the Western Nebraska Tourism Coalition; a residertistern Nebraska and is
employed by a business that derives a majoritysafeivenue from out-of-state
visitors; the Central Nebraska Tourism Partnerstmg a business that derives a
majority of its revenue from out-of-state visitorhe amendment also included
an emergency clause and an operative date of JaAQ1P.

LB 1101

(Wightman) Change provisions relating to lection of county assessors

Currently, a county board may, by resolution, neassthe duties and authority of the
county assessor after having given that assessmiairity to the Property Tax
Administrator. After the resolution, the countyalnd appoints a qualified individual
to the position of county assessor. The appogmedssor continues to perform the
county assessor's duties until the assessor teelaicthe next election. LB 1101
removes the phrase “at the next election.” Withdhange, all county assessors will
be elected on the same election cycle.

The bill has an emergency clause.
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LB 1116

(Flood) Change Nebraska Capitol Commissiomembership provisions

LB 1116 replaces the State Court Administrator withChief Justice of the Supreme
Court on the Nebraska Capitol Commission.

In the absence of the Chief Justice, he or shed@signate the State Court
Administrator as his or her representative. Theagentative of the Chief Justice will
have full voting privileges for the meetings hesbe is in attendance.

LB 1140

(Mello) Provide for licensure insteaf registration under the Professional

Landscape Architects Act

LB 1140 prohibits any person from engaging in thracpce of professional
landscape architecture unless he or she is licenseter the Professional
Landscape Architects Act. Current law requireseespn to be registered under

the Act.

Any person holding a certificate of registratiordenthe Act on the effective date
of this bill will be deemed to be duly licensed iurthe expiration of the
certificate.

Each applicant for licensure as a professionaldeape architect will complete an
application that includes:

1. Proof that the applicant has met the eligibilitpratards set by the
State Board of Landscape Architects in rules angulagions in
consultation with the Council of Landscape Architeal Registration

Boards;

2. Successful passage of a written or electronic examoin in landscape
architecture; and

3. Being of good character.

Current requirements, which are eliminated in thle include graduation from a
four year college in a course of study in landscapghitecture and practical
experience in the field.

Also, for advice, counsel, duties or service toGaeernor or Adjutant General in pay
status, an officer or enlisted person will be rainskd for travel expenses in
accordance with the Joint Federal Travel Regulgtion
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LB 999

LB 999 allows an honor and remember flag to belalygol on or near the State

The honor and remember flag is defined as a fle@prazed by internationally recognized
veterans organizations as commemorating and hanivenmembers of the US Armed
Forces who lost their lives in the line of duty.

LB 720 (Lautenbaugh) Change membership provisionand provide salaries for Class V
school districts

LB 720 reduces the Class V board of education fueaive to five members.

The twelve numbered districts in existence on ffeetive date of this act will remain
unchanged until January 7, 2013.

The term of office of each member currently senongthe board expires on the first
Monday of January 2013. Any eligible voter mag fl candidate filing form on or
before August 1, 2012 for placement of his or l@na on the general election ballot
in November 2012.

The bill also provides that no person will be &ligito serve as a member of the board
of education of a Class V school district for fgears next after the expiration of two
consecutive terms regardless of the district reptes.

The vacancy provisions for Class V school distisard members is also changed.
With this bill, a vacancy will be filled by appoment for the remainder of the
unexpired term. Currently, if a vacancy occursoteefFebruary 1 preceding the
general election in the middle of a term, the apmjeei serves until a candidate is
elected at the following general election for teenainder of the unexpired term. If
the vacancy happens after February 1, the appasetees for the remainder of the
term.

Each member of a Class V board of education vaéike $20,000 a year in salary.

The bill eliminates the nonvoting student membeniithe board of Class V school
districts.

The bill includes an emergency clause.

The committee amendment strikes the original sestad the bill and replaces
them with the following provisions:

With the committee amendment, the board of educaif@a Class V school
district will consist of seven members.

The term of office of each member currently senongthe board expires on the first
Monday of January 2013.

Any eligible voter may file a candidate filing foron or before August 1, 2012 for
placement of his or her name on the general efebiadiot in November 2012 in the
district in which he or she resides.
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At the statewide general election in November 2@d@nbers representing odd-
numbered districts will be elected for four-yeams and members representing
even-numbered districts will be elected for two+yteams.

The twelve numbered districts in existence on ffeetve date of this act will remain
unchanged until January 7, 2013.

The provisions in the original bill regarding tetmmits and salary for the Class V
board members are eliminated in the committee ament
The amendment includes an emergency clause.

During General File debate, a motion was made tomenit LB 720 to the
Government Military and Veterans Affairs Committééhe motion was approved.

LB 953

(Fulton) Create state fleet card programsiad a fund

LB 953 creates state fleet card programs. The@nagywill be administered
separately by the University of Nebraska and byoieartment of Roads. The
Department of Roads will administer the progranbehalf of state government, other
than the University of Nebraska. Any state offiagency or political subdivision
may use the state fleet card for and on behalfeoBtate of Nebraska.

Rules and regulations may be adopted and promdlgataeeded for the operation of
the state fleet card programs.

The State Treasurer will determine the type ot tbeed or cards utilized in the
program as well as contract with financial insiiing capable of operating a fleet card
program on behalf of the state.

The bill defines fleet card as a payment card tmeghsoline, diesel and other fuels.
The cards may also be used to pay for vehicle eranice and expenses.

Vendors accepting a state fleet card will obtath@auzation for all transactions in
accordance with instructions from the program adstnator.

The State Fleet Card Distributive Fund is creatédl.rebates received by the state
from the program will be credited to the fund. Taleates will be distributed by the
State Treasurer to the agencies and political gisimmhis based on volume spent and
contract terms.

The committee amendment makes several clarifyingnaiments to the bill.

The amendment clarifies that the Department of R@audl the University of
Nebraska may adopt rules and regulations for tleeation of the state fleet
programs. It also clarifies the Department of Roand the Department of Roads
will each designate a program administrator.
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The amendment provides the state fleet card maysbe for equipment
maintenance, in addition to fuel purchases andclemaintenance.

Finally, the amendment adds an emergency claube toill.

LB 971 (Harms) Merge the Department of Labointo the Department of Economic
Development

LB 971 merges the Department of Labor into the Biepnt of Economic
Development.

The bill has an emergency clause and an operattesofi July 1, 2012.

On and after July 1, 2012, positions of employnmetite Department of Labor are
transferred to the Department of Economic DevelagmeAll items of property, real
and personal, including office furniture, books aexbrds of the Department of Labor
become the property of the Department of Econoreieldpment.

The committee amendment requires the Director ohBmic Development to
consult with representatives from the workforceedepment and economic
development sectors to develop a strategic platheodepartment that identifies
the main purpose of each program and benchmarksfooving performance on
the key goals. The department will report to tleev&nor and the Legislature on
the progress of these key goals in September 204a&;h 2013, and September
2013.

The committee amendment also transfers the reggdiy$or the administration and
enforcement of the Boiler Inspection Act, the Coaviee Safety Act, and the
Nebraska Amusement Ride Act from the DepartmeBcohomic Development to
the State Fire Marshal on July 1, 2013.

LB 1006 (Fulton) Change bidding provisions relatiig to vendors who are blind or visually
impaired

Currently, blind or visually impaired persons argharized to operate vending
facilities in any federal owned or state owned ding. With vending facilities in
any state-owned building, priority is given to klipersons, except for Game and
Parks Commission or the University of Nebraska.

LB 1006 provides that the priority will only be @in if the product price in the
bid submitted is comparable in price to the proguite in the other bids
submitted for products sold in similar buildingsaor similar property and the
gualifications and capabilities of the vendors Imddhe contract are found to be
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similar to other bidders. The current language/ioies the priority is only given
if the bid submitted is comparable to the othestsdbmitted and the
gualifications and capabilities of the vendorssmailar to other vendors.

Portions/Provisions of LB 1006 were amended into LB 858.

LB 1023 (Avery) Provide for the waiver of educatio-related fees for dependents of veterans

Currently, the University of Nebraska, the statbeges, and the community
colleges waive the cost of tuition for a depend¢rat veteran. LB 1023 requires
these colleges and universities to waive all feesaining due after subtracting
awarded federal financial aid grants and statelacsitps and grants for
dependents of a veteran.

LB 1070 (Wightman) Change eligibility provisions br petitioning on the general election
ballot

LB 1070 eliminates language that requires regidteogers, in order to be eligible to
petition on to the general election ballot, to dgistered to vote with a party affiliation
on or before March 1 in the calendar year of theegs election.
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LB 717

BILL SUMMARIES: 2012 BILLS HELD IN COMMITTEE IN 20 12

(Council) Change school board election, mdwership and salary provisions

For school boards taking office on or after Janda®012, LB 717 requires that all
school boards and boards of education be compdsgtther three or five members.

Each candidate for election to a school board ardof election is required to be a
taxpayer in and a resident of the school distrithe candidates will be nominated at
the statewide primary election and elected at émeigl election. The school boards
will be elected on an at-large basis until the etHtrict establishes subdistricts.

The bill outlines how the terms of the school baarimbers or board of education
members will be staggered when there is a chante inumber of school board
members or if there is a reorganization of the shotigtrict.

For members taking office on or after January 13260 member will serve more
than a total of eight calendar years, whether bsach years are consecutive. Each
school board member or board of education memblareesgive a salary of $20,000 a
year.

The terms of all members serving on school boartsards of education on the
effective date of this act will terminate on théeddhe terms of members elected to
serve on January 1, 2013 begin.

The bill has an emergency clause.

LB 736

(Schumacher) Require provision of secret-liat envelopes

LB 736 provides for secret-ballot envelopes anarme¢nvelopes to be used for voting
provisional ballots, ballots for early voting, s@gelections by mail, and ballots for
new or former residents.

Secret-ballot envelopes are defined to mean ariggevthat is provided to the voter
that bears no characteristics that would idertiétoter. The voter may place his or
her voted ballot into the secret-ballot envelodereeplacing it in the return envelope
to return the ballot.

Return envelopes are defined to mean the envetdperd to a registered voters in
which they place the secret-ballot envelope andrapanying materials.

The Secretary of State is required to adopt ruldgegulations regarding the
procedure of removing secret-ballot envelopes fretorn envelopes after verification
of information on the return envelope; removinddialfrom secret-ballot envelopes
and return envelopes if a voter did not use theesballot envelope; and counting the
ballots in a manner that does not impair the andgywhthe voter.
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This bill becomes operative on January 1, 2013.

LB 754

(Avery) Require reporting of electioneeringcommunication

LB 754 requires any person who makes an electimgeeommunication in the
amount of more than $250 to file a report of tleetdneering communication with
the Nebraska Accountability and Disclosure Commisgcommission). These
reporting requirements are similar for those wh&eran independent expenditure.

Similarly, if a corporation, labor organizationlmrsiness association makes an
electioneering communication with a value of mbant$250, it will file a report with
the commission including the nature, date, andevafuhe electioneering
communication and the name of the candidate idethiifi the electioneering
communication.

Electioneering communication is defined to meanamgmunication that: refers to a
clearly identified candidate; is publicly distriledtin the 30 days before an election;
and is directed to the electorate of the officegbbby the clearly identified candidate.

Electioneering communication does not include:rardmution or expenditure; a
communication by media; a candidate debate; a coneation while the Legislature
is in session about a specific bill; a voter gu@ea communication by a membership
organization to the organization’s members.

Also defined in the bill are the terms “clearlymtiéed candidate” and “voter guide.”

LB 755

(Avery) Require the Nebraska Accountabilityand Disclosure Commission to file
reports regarding legislative conflicts of interest

LB 755 requires the Nebraska Accountability anccidsure Commission (NADC) to
review each conflict of interest statement filecelgenator to determine whether it
meets the statutory definition of conflict of irest. The NADC will file their opinion
within a reasonable amount of time after receiphefstatement with the Clerk of the
Legislature. The Clerk will enter an acknowledgtradrihe report in the Legislative
Journal.

Under this bill, a senator will be able to voteamnissue even if the NADC determines
there is a conflict.

LB 757

(Avery) Change political party provisions

LB 757 changes the requirements of placing a caelifibr a partisan office on
the primary election ballot or filing as a partisaandidate.
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No person is allowed to be placed on the primatipbaf a political party unless
he or she is a registered voter of the party amshatof the two immediately
preceding statewide general elections: a) a datelnominated by the political
party polled at least 5% of the entire vote inadestide race or b) by a
combination of candidates for a combination ofrait that encompass the entire
state, polled at least 5% of the vote in each eif tiespective districts.

The bill eliminates language allowing county, aiyd district parties. The bill
outright repeals section 32-718 dealing with newitigal parties for
congressional districts, counties or cities.

Portions/Provisions of LB 757 were amended into LB 1035.

LB 758

(Avery) Change provisions relating to giftgjiven by a lobbyist or principal

Currently, state law prohibits the Director of thadtery Division or any employee of
the lottery division from receiving gifts from aewtity contracting with the state to
supply equipment for use by the division or anyliappt for a contract to act as a
lottery game retailer.

Similarly, no person or organization contractingwpply equipment for use of by the
division, an applicant for a contract as a lottgayne retailer or a lottery game retailer
is allowed to give the Tax Commissioner, the Doeof the Lottery Division or any
employee of the division any gifts.

The definition of gift excludes food and beveragevaled for immediate
consumption and admission to a facility or eveui. 758 removes those two
exceptions to the definition of gift thereby prahiig such gifts under this section.

The bill also eliminates the language allowingestdficials and employees and their
immediate families to accept admission to a stateed facility or a state- sponsored
industry or event given by an agency, politicaldsulsion or post-secondary
education institution regardless of value.

Section 49-1492.01 dealing with the reporting é6gf admission to a state-owned
facility or state-sponsored industry or event igight repealed.

LB 765

(Krist) Change bidding requirements relatirg to contracts with providers of certain
health and social services as prescribed

LB 765 requires the Director of Health and HumarviSes to conduct a cost-benefit
analysis of any contract with direct providersidividuals of medical, behavioral, or
developmental health services, child care, or eidtfare services when the contract
is valued over $25 million.
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Also included in the bill is a change to the chielfare exception for service
contracts. The change allows an exemption forceoontracts with direct providers
of medical, behavioral, or developmental healtkises, child care, or child welfare
services to an individual if the contract is ur®2p million.

LB 767

(Howard) Require records of dates and houref work for state officers and employees

LB 767 requires that any person who receives aysatavage paid by a state warrant
or who receives state insurance coverage will tiseie dates and hours of work
recorded by a system prescribed by the DirectBeosonnel.

The system prescribed by the bill includes a rexcardl statistical reports of general
data on all employees, including current salargle\dates and hours of work of
employees and other information that may be reduire

LB 792

(Mello) Change provisions relating to persoal services contract review and

approval duties of the Director of Administrative Services

LB 792 provides that any contract for personal ises/will require the Director of
Administrative Services to review and approve arghscontract.

With this bill, an agency is required to submit thikowing information to DAS: the
proposed contract, a review of the long-term sayitige measurable goals of
improving the service; and an assessment of tiséfidsy of alternatives. The agency
must also submit a plan of assistance to the etaptoyees will be displaced.

LB 813

(Karpisek) Prohibit counties, cities and lages from imposing credentialing
requirements

Under LB 813, no county, city or village is autlaad to require any person to be
credentialed to conduct business or engage in exfggsion or occupation within
its jurisdiction.

Credential includes license, certificate, regigrat permit, and any other
approval required by the state to engage in a Bp@cofession or occupation. It
does not include general approval required of essies such as a sales and use
tax collection permit or a business or occupatsndertificate.

This does not apply to the licensing of plumberghercertification of air
conditioning distribution contractors.
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LB 827 (Dubas) Require mediation for budget disputs between a county board and a county
officer

Current law provides that a county board, in itddgat-making duties, shall not
eliminate or unduly hinder a county officer in bisher statutory duties. LB 829
requires the county officer and county board toigpate in mediation if a county
officer decides to challenge the board's decigganding its budget-making duties.

The county officer will not challenge the boardégidion in court unless the mediator
concludes that further efforts will not result inegolution of the issue. The cost of the
mediation will be shared by the board and the @ffic

LB 885 (Haar) Provide powers and duties to the sta building division relating to the energy
efficiency of state facilities

LB 885 requires the state building division of D&Sensure all state-owned, state-
occupied, and vacant facilities receive an eneegfppmance rating from the
Environmental Protection Agency or an equivaletmgafrom a nationally recognized
energy usage rating system.

A facility receives an energy performance ratirggdal on the results of the
Commercial Building Energy Consumption Survey caeldl by the United States
Department of Energy’'s Energy Information Admiaittm.

The state building division will report the ratirgsnually to the Governor and Clerk
of the Legislature.

LB 923 (Mello) Adopt the Nebraska Buy American Act

LB 923 requires each contract for constructionaireqr improvement made by a state
agency will contain a provision that the iron, ktaed manufactured goods used or
supplied in the performance of the contract wilhtenufactured in the United States.

The bill outlines several exceptions to this inalgd inconsistency with public
interest; materials are not produced in sufficerantity in the US; and 10% increase
of cost.

If the head of a state agency applies for a wadarethis requirement, the bill outlines
several required steps, such as publishing in apegver of general circulation the
justification for the waiver, providing for publcomment, and considering all
comments received in evaluating the waiver request.

Finally, the bill provides that if the head of atetagency determines that 1) a foreign
country is a party to an agreement with the U$u23uant to that agreement the head
of an US agency has waived the requirements obihiand 3) the foreign country
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has violated the terms of the agreement by discating against products that are
produced in the US and covered by the agreementiie exceptions outlined in the
bill will not apply to products produced in thaté@n country.

LB 934

(Karpisek) Provide for appointment of all éection commissioners by the county board

LB 934 changes how election commissioners in cesrtiaving a population of
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants arargpdo With this bill, those
election commissioners will be appointed by thentpioard after the expiration
of the term of each election commissioner servinghe effective date of this act.

Currently, election commissioners in counties hgwapopulation of more than one
hundred thousand inhabitants are appointed by ¢verGor.

LB 944

(McCoy) Prohibit campaign expenditures fopersonal services of elective officeholders

LB 944 prohibits a committee as defined in the ldska Political Accountability and
Disclosure Act, from expending funds for the payhwépersonal services for
campaign services performed by a holder of anieteoffice.

Current law allows committees to expend funds aaguel services for campaign
services. This bill provides that those campaggaises cannot be performed by an
elective officer if the elective officer is paid.

LB 966

(Karpisek) Change vote canvassing proceduse

LB 966 allows the county canvassing board to alt@orrect returns in the precincts
in a permanent ledger or attach a computerizetbpiiof the returns in the permanent
ledger.

Portions/Provisons of LB 966 were amended into LB 1035.
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LB 975

(Smith) Adopt the Fair Bidding Act

LB 975 requires a governmental unit to ensuredhgtpublic contract,
procurement of services under a public contractequests for proposals or bid
specifications do not contain:

1. aterm that requires, prohibits, encourages, @odisages bidders, public
contractors, or subcontractors from entering iraiective-bargaining
agreements relating to construction under the pwalntract; or

2. aterm that discriminates against bidders, puldi@m@ctors, or
subcontractors based on the status as a partyngoarty to, or the
willingness or refusal to enter into, a collecth@&rgaining agreement
relating to construction under the public contract.

The bill prohibits a governmental unit from awaglia public benefit that is
conditioned upon a requirement that the recipieciude a term described above.
Similarly, a governmental unit is prohibited frona@ng any of the terms
described above in bid specifications, or othertr@dimg documents relating to
construction.

The bill defines the terms: bidder, collective-k@ngng agreement, construction,
governmental unit, public benefit, public contrgmiplic contractor, real property,
and subcontractor.

LB 1013

(Mello) Change the Administrative Procedue Act and provide for attorney's fees and
costs as prescribed

LB 1013 amends the Administrative Procedure Agrahibit an agency from
issuing, utilizing, or enforcing any guideline, letin, manual, instruction, standard of
general applicability or other action that is @rot regulation unless it has been
approved by the Governor and filed with the SeryaifiState after a hearing has
been held.

The bill changes the definition of “rule or regidat’ to include statements, policies,
instructions or standards of general applicabgyed by an agency.

Finally, the bill provides attorney's fees and tcosts when a rule or regulation is
declared invalid by a court because it was adopitbut compliance with statutory
procedures.

LB 1014

(Conrad) Authorize the Auditor of Public Accounts to conduct a performance audit
of the Department of Roads
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LB 1014 authorizes the Auditor of Public Accoumtsritiate an independent
performance audit of the Department of Roads ir220he performance audit will
be conducted in accordance with generally accentdiing standards for
performance audits.

LB 1024 (Avery) Provide exceptions to the State B®nnel System
LB 1024 exempts from the State Personnel Systedeplity agency heads.

LB 1025 (Avery) Prohibit accepting gifts and contibutions by Public Service Commission
members

LB 1025 prohibits any candidate for or membeheffublic Service Commission from
accepting a gift or contribution from:

1. aperson who is engaged in a business which applésl receives its
authority to conduct business in Nebraska anddgstto oversight by the
commission; or

2. an officer, director, partner, or member of sutiusiness.

LB 1060 (Avery) Change procedures for adoption angromulgation of rules and regulations

LB 1060 amends the Administrative Procedures Achtange the type of notice
that agencies are required to provide to the puidtien proposing a change to a
rule or regulation. The bill requires agenciesymsing changes to their rules or
regulations to submit their notices of public hegr85 days prior to the hearing to
the Secretary of State. The Secretary of Staleatileast 30 days prior to the
hearing, publish the notice on their website.

The bill eliminates the requirement that theseaastibe published in a newspaper
having general circulation in the state.

LB 1076 (Karpisek) Change requirements for copiesf public records and speaking at public
meetings

LB 1076 makes several changes to both the puldiras statutes and the Open
Meetings Act.

In regards to public records, the bill provideg thaublic body or custodian of a
public record is not required to copy, producegemerate all public records created
within a certain time frame unless the requestibpe@ specific subject matter. The
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bill also clarifies that a requester of a publicarel is allowed both access and copies
of public records, if requested, and copying eqeipinis reasonably available.

In regards to open meetings, the bill specifiestti@public has the right to speak on
agenda items. The bill also outlines the procefiura citizen to recommend subjects
for discussion as possible agenda items at futestings. Each public body will
have a form for citizens to request possible agéades. Within ten business days of
receiving the form, the secretary or other desigri¢iee public body will send the
citizen a written statement regarding the statubefequest.

LB 1094

(Harms) Provide for an election in certaircounties to require elections by mail

LB 1094 allows counties with 10,000 or fewer inltahis to decide whether to hold
all elections by mail. The process may start intvays: with the county board
passing a resolution or upon petition or registemdrs equal to 10% of the total
votes cast for Governor at the preceding electioreither case, the question will be
placed before the voters in the county.

If the process is started by a petition, the reggst voters signing the petitions will be
distributed as to include 10% of the registere@ngodf each of one-half of the voting
precincts in the county.

A majority of all votes cast in the affirmative thre question of whether to hold all
elections by mail will be necessary for all eleatido be held by mail.

If the vote is in the affirmative, the county valbply to the Secretary of State and
include in the application a written plan for coatitog elections by mail.  If the
Secretary of State finds deficiencies in the appba, he or she will notify the county
clerk and work with the county clerk to resolve dediciencies.

LB 1159

(Krist) Provide additional requirements ard duties relating to state contracts for
services valued at twenty-five million dollars or nore

LB 1159 allows state agencies to propose contfactervices over $25 million but
only the materiel division may enter into such cacts. Only the materiel division has
the authority to legally bind the state by enterig a contract for services. The
materiel division will not enter into a contracteos$25 million dollars until the state
agency has submitted a requisition form, includnegproof-of-need analysis.

The proof-of-need analysis will include: a dedaipof the service, the reason for
purchasing services and not using state emplog@esiew of long-term costs,
identification of the specific employee who will mitor the contract, an assessment of
feasible alternatives, and a justification for entginto the contract if it will not result

in cost savings.
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The materiel division will review the proof-of-neadalysis and determine the level of
risk to the state and to any individual servedhgydontract. The materiel division
will ensure compliance of the contract and safetjtie interests of the state.

For service contracts valued at more than $50,00@&&s than $25 million dollars, the
bidding may be performed at the state agency iethed state agency employs an
individual who has been trained as a contractifigesfby the Department of
Administrative Services. The bill also outlinesl#idnal requirements for services
contracts valued at this level.

Any state agency entering into a contract for ses/will develop a performance work
statement that: describes the work of the carfivaservices in terms of required
results rather than the process by which the wdtlbe/accomplished; enables
assessment of work performance against perfornstacdards and relies on
performance standards and financial incentiveatowage contractors to develop
innovative and cost-effective methods.

Finally, the bill repeals the service contractugts dealing with service contracts that
replace state employees, 73-301 to 73-307.

Portiong/Provisions of LB 1159 were amended into LB 858.

LB 1170

(Christensen) Change provisions of separtegregated political funds under the
Nebraska Political Accountability and Disclosure At

LB 1170 prohibits a separate segregated political from receiving a contribution or
making an expenditure without first: providing @atial contributors with information about
the use of the fund, including a list of the pgiear's expenditures; and receiving annually
written authorization from contributors to suchdun use the voluntary contribution for
engaging in political activities.

LB 1171

(Christensen) Adopt the Nebraska Balancd ®owers Act and create the Committee on
Nullification of Federal Laws

LB 1171 creates the Nebraska Balance of Powers Abe Act will serve as notice
and a demand to the federal government to ceas#esisd any and all activities
outside the scope of the federal government's ibatreatality designated powers that
diminish the balance of powers.

Under the Act, the US Congress and the federalrgovent are denied the power to
bind the states under foreign statute, court atexecutive order, other than those
duly ratified by the US Congress as a treaty ifttbaty does not violate the
constitution of Nebraska or the United States.
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LB 1171 also creates the Committee on Nullificabbfrederal Laws. The Speaker
of the Legislature will serve as chair. Six merslmgithe legislature from each
congressional district will also serve.

The committee will recommend and call for a votewdify federal laws or
regulations that are outside the scope of the podelegated by the people of
Nebraska to the federal government.

LB 775 allows a local, state, or federal law ecdonent agency in connection with an
investigation and independent contractors whoperése is utilized by the Auditor of Public
Accounts during an audit to have access to wonamers and audit files prepared for a
specific audit. Currently, working papers are aticlosed to a county attorney or Attorney
General in connection with an investigation o ltegislative Performance Audit
Committee.

The bill also provides that any independent cotdravho knowingly divulges any record or
document not permitted to be disclosed under laulgect to criminal penalties.

LB 1157

LB 1157 changes when the Nebraska Accountabilty2ieclosure Commission may
reduce late filing fees.

Currently, the commission may reduce the amoura tdte filing fee and waive
interest due on the fee upon the showing of: ntent to file late; the person has not
been required to pay late filing fees for two yparseduction of the late fees and
waiver of interest do not frustrate the purposes tlidé Nebraska Political
Accountability and Disclosure Act; and the latanil shows that less than $5000 was
raised, received or expended during the reportmnipg.
